The flame* were aoon under control, but 
not until D. T. Reetl'ii atororootu, neareat 
the acene of the explosion, luvd been com- 
pletely Kutted. The maguilicient entrance 
to the Bijou theater, oil Sixth strtMt, was 
totally wrecked, but the theater proper was 
not injured. Tha oont«nt« of the upholstery 
store of Holtzman & Co., recently burned 
out in the Masonic hall flrn, w>^i u blown 
almost bodily into the street. The interior 
of the hotel saloon ie aleo wrecked, and 
almost every plate glaae window within the 
square wan shattered. The siilewalk in 
front of the hotel was upheaved and tha im- 
mense flagstones crushed. A numlter of 
pe<le8trian.i ou Sixth atreet were prostrated 
by the coiicussioa Bad rtlght^ iajorad by 
llyiug debris.

• PniLADEi.i'HiA, Oct. at). — In the presence 
of a large concourse of people, nniDiig whom 
were numhpred many of Philadolphia's most 
prominent citizens, and distinguisbe<l public 
men of the state and Nation, the bronze 
, equestrian Rtatue of Oen. George (lordon 
Meade, erecte l in Falrmount park, was un- 
veiled yesterday afternoon With a|>propriata 
pomp and ceremony. 

As to-day is the beginning of the conven- 
tion of the I»yal Lagioa in thta city, lead- 
ing military men, who had arrived from all 
parts of the country, availed themselves of 
the opixirtunity of paying homage to the 
memory of the dead hero. A grand militry 
parade, which proved one of the most im- 
poeing demonstrations of the kind ever 
giTen in the olty, formed at Broad and 
Spring Garden atreeta, and marched to the 
monument in the park, whara tha BBTaiUaK 
ceremonies took ptaae^ 

The memorial, which takae the ihape of a 
bronee equestrian atatue, ia the work of the 
ectilptor A. M. Gaidar. It ia of heroic aise, 
and ia mounted on a pedeatal of rough gran- 
ite about twenty feet in height The atatue 
repreaenta Oea. Meade reining in hia horae 
ah&rply on the slope of a hill, while, hat in 
hand, he is returning a salute. The design 
is a spirited one, and the likenees is striking.

Cbioaoo, Oct 30.— A oablegram to the 
News from Paris aaya: Unlesa the winter 
broaka early and severely Mr. . Blaine will 
remain in Paris another month at least 
he himself announced yesterday. Thia will 
8xten<l his vijiit loUi< beyond what he in- 
tttiided to make it, and probably keep him 
from lltirlin until spring. He is deeply iu-

If tha Republicans can only 
retain their hold on George, and Oeorge can 
keep his machine together, Mr. Blaine is of 
tlie belief that any one of four Rupublicans 
who have been prominently named for the 
presidency can carry New York state. 
From another source I have it that the re- 
quest has gone acl'oss the water from Mr. 
Blaine that bis (Blaine's) New York friends 
turn to with a will and make themitelves 
conspicuous among the aupportera of Fred. 
Grant, with a view to healing, if possible, 
the Republican disagreements in that state. 
Mr. Blaine's idea is that harmonioua effort 
among the Republicans of New York is dea- 
perately easential, and be haa oonie aretmd 
to the policy of taking the initiation.

—There ia a mmor 
afloat that the depredations of the "While 
Cape" of Roiithera Indiana wiU be brai«ht

▼enas on Munday. 

Ail efforta to con riot tlA outlaws at their 
own homes have proved futile, for the raa- 
aoo that in nearly all the counties wli«r« 
thay operate thoy have ooiktoI of tba 
courts, and it is well known that during the 
last month un elTort has been made to get 
feha cases in the United Htatos cuurt. 

Governor Gray and District Attorney 
Beliera were recently in oonsiiltation about 
the proposed investigation, and the gov- 
amor, in the strongest terms, urgiul that the 
Federal court taita up the oasoj if there was 
any aeotio 1 of the law under which it could 
could be doiid. 'fhe atatutea were carefully 
examined by the two and one old section 
waa found providing for the punishiuent of 
Ku-Klux iu the aouth. under which it is be- 
lieved the outlaws can be tried. If any 
doubt should ariaa about the constitution* 
aliiy of tliat aection there are other sec- 
tions covering the oaaaa of the "White 
Oapa," and there seenu to be no doubt abont 
tba Federal government having tha pewar 
to administer the law in the oasa 

Tha law abiding people in the oountiee 
where the depredations have been most tr^ 
queut are un.x:ioua that the Federal laws 
abuuld give them protection, and have vol- 
unteered to give the district attorney all the 
a aa istan oe in their power, both in securing 
avfalaaoa for iadiotawali aad for Boavla- 
tioa. 

The Federal officials have nothing to say 
about what will ba done, but there is 
ground for belief that witnesses from the 
complaining countlee will be summoned to 
afpoar bi'fore tlie grand Jury next '
